ark. 

Thofe of the fame Date from Petersburgh fay, that 
the Court of Ruffia having receiv'd the Declaration of 
War and the Manifelto publifhed at Stockholm, have 
refolved likewife to declare War forthwith againft the 
King of Sweden, and to publifh an Anfwer to his Ma- 
nifeito. 

Mr. Burnaby, who had lately the Care of the Eng- 
lifh Affairs at Sweden but retir’d from Stockholm by 
reafon of a Difpute he had with Count Gillenbourg, is 
gone to Copenhagen by the Way of Elfineur. 

Letters of the 12th from Breflau fay, that Gereral 
Neuperg’s Army which was but two Leagues diftant 
from the Pruflians was return’d towards Silberberg, and 
thee thereupon his Pruflian Majefty had caus’d his Ar- - 
my to advance near the Mountain of Schweidnitz.
